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A  Chicago  steel  mill  specialist  with  3^  years  experience  both 
in  the  United  States  and  abroad  has  been  appointed  to  the  International 
department  staff  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology,  Chicago, 

He  is  J.  Franklin  Miller,  formerly  contract  engineer  for  the  Freyn 
Engineering  division  of  Koppers  Company,  Inc.,  Chicago, 

His  appointment  was  announced  today  by  Thomas  P.  Collier,  manager 
of  the  ARF  International  department.  Miller  will  leave  next  week  for 
Rangoon,  Burma,  to  take  part  in  an  industrial  development  program  being 
carried  out  there  by  the  Foundation, 

Biiller's  assignment  will  be  to  study  and  evaluate  bids  for  the 
construction  of  a  steel  mill  to  be  built  by  the  Burmese  government.  This 
represents  one  phase  of  AIF's  current  three-year  program  to  build  up 
Burma's  industrial  strength.

The  societies'   present  quarters 
in  New  York  City  are  no  longrr  adequate,  and  tliey  are  studying  proposed 
sites  in  Chicago,  Pittsburgh,  and  other  cities. 

In  addition  to  the  ASCE,  the  organizations  involved  are  the  American 
Society  of  Mechanical  Engineers,  the  Americc-n  Institute  of  Electrical 
Engineers,  and  the  American  Institute  of  liining  and  Metallurgical  Engineers. 
They  are  known  as  the  "founder"   societies  because  they  are  the  country's 
oldest  professional  engineering  groups.     Representatives   of  the  other  societies 
visited  the  proposed  sites  in  Chicago  on  Nov,  I6.

Curing  their  visit  to  Chicago  Jan*  6,  the  ASCE  officers  will  be 
escorted  by  Titus  G,  LcClair,  manager  of  engineering  at  the  Commonwealth 
Edison  company,  LeClair  is  acting  as  chairman  of  Chicago's  drive  for  the 
new  headquarters  site* 

Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  has  offered  the  engineering  societies 
a  full  city  block  in  the  heart  of  its  Technology  Center  campus.  This  five-acre 
site  is  bounded  by  State,  Dearborn,  31st  and  32nd  streets.  Institute  officials 
believe  that  a  two-story,  200,000-squarc-.foot  building  could  be  built  on  this 
site  for  less  than  ^".3, 000, 000. 

Backers  of  Chicago's  bid  for  the  national  engineering  center  point 
out  that  the  smaller  sites  available  in  Pittsburgh  or  New  York  City  would 
require  construction  of  a  multi-story  building.  Cost  of  such  a  skyscraper 
headquarters  has  been  estimated  at  t^6, 500,000,

DowHng  is  a  member  of  the  American  Chemical  society,  American 
society  for  Testing  Materials,  and  the  Forest  Products  Research  society, 
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Scientists  and  engineers  are  giving  the  Western  world  something 
else  to  talk  about— or  with—a  new  language  called  Interlingua. 

In  1923,  an  international  group  of  technical  men,  anxious  to 
simplify  the  exchnngc  of  ideas  and  developments  in  science,   organized  to 
overcome  the  language  barrier. 

The  result  was  Interlingua,  a  union  of  five  European  tongues,  with 
the  peculiarities  of  each  left  out.     The  languages  are  English,  French, 
Italian,  Spanish,  and  Portuguese.     A  little  German  also  is  included. 

Twenty-five  years  of  research  by  linguistics  experts  culminate-^,  in 
a  book  on  Interlingua  grammar,  which  is  simplified  in  comparison  to  the 
European  languages,  and  a  27,000-word  Inter lingua-English  dictionary,  which 
includes   17,000  technical  terms. 

Currently  being  printed  is  a  book  using  pictures  to  teach  vocabulary 
entitled,  "Interlingua  a  Prima  Vista"    (interlingua  at  First  Glanee),     A 
English-Inter lingua  vocabulary  is  about  half  finished. 

The  first  publications  in  the  new  language  were  begun  in  19^2, 
"Spectroscopia  Molecular"   is   one   of  them.     It  is  published  monthly  by  Dr. 
Forrest  Fe_ Cleveland,   professor  of  physics  at  Illinois  Institute   of 
Technologjrj,  Chicago,

As  the  Intorlingua  title  of  the  bulletin  indicates,  Dr.  Cleveland's 
research  is  in  inolecular  spectroscopy^  the  study  of  molecular  structure 
by  moans  of  the  spectrimi. 

By  using  Interlingua,  Er,  Cleveland  is  able  to  relate  developments 
at  Illinois  Tech  to  about  500  other  molecular  spectroscopists  in  22  other 
countries, 

Interlingua  is  being  accepted  by  scientists,  he  said,  Th^  IIT 
professor  recently  appealed  to  his  readers  for  financial  aid  to  support 
the  incidental  costs  of  publication.  The  request  brought  subscriptions  and 
contributions  totaling  about  $6S0   from  Belgium^  Yugolavia,  France^  Brazil, 
Wales,  and  Switzerland  as  well  as  the  United  States, 

Cleveland,  a  Kentuckian  whose  linguistic  education  was  limited  to  one 
year  of  hdgh  school  French  and  two  years  of  German  in  college,  first  learned 
of  Interlingua  in  February,  19^2,  One  month  later  he  published  some 
scientific  abstracts  in  Interlingua  and  that  May  produced  his  first  issue  of 
"Spectroscopia  Molecular," 

"Most  scientists,"  he  raid,  "may  be  surprised  to  find  that  they  can 
read  Interlingua  with  little  reference  to  thxi  dictionary  or  grammar," 

An  example:  "Energia  es  necessari  pro  toto  que  occurre  in  le  mundo. 
In  tempores  passate  le  plus  grande  parte  del  energia  applicate  esseva  fornite 
per  le  fortia  muscular  del  homines  e  del  animalcs  domestic o" 

The  English  equivalant  is:  "Energy  is  necessary  for  all  that  occurs 
in  the  world.  In  past  times  the  greatest  part  of  the  applied  energy  was 
furnished  by  the  muscular  strength  of  men  and  domestic  animals," 

Although  at  present  it  is  primarily  a  language  to  be  read,  it  can  be 
spoken,  too.  Dr.  Cleveland  said.  But  the  mportance  of  Interlingua  now  is  its 
usefulness  in  the  fields  of  science  and  engineering.

As  Cleveland  said,  "It  would  be  a  tremendous  etcp  forr^Tard  if  all 
scientific  work  could  be  published  in  a  single  language," 

About  the  time.  o-f.thGappearanf^c  of  "Spcctroscopia  Molt^cular;" 
another  Intcrlingua  publication  was  born,  "Scicntia  International."  This  is 
a  monthly  edition  of  Science  News  Letter  published  by  Science  Service  as  a 
weekly  news  service  on  scientific  developments, 

Chiof  of  the  iHterlingua  division  of  Science  Service  is  Er,  Alexander 
Gode,  who  holds  a  doctor's  degree  in  Germanics  from  Columbia  university  and 
has  taught  modern  languages  at  both  Columbia  and  the  University  of  Chicago. 
Dr.  Gode  was  director  of  research  for  the  International  Auxiliary 
Language  association.  It  was  formed  in  1923  by  committees  of  the  International 
Research  council,  by  the  .American,  British,  French,  and  Italian  associations 
for  the  advancement  of  science,  the  Airerican  Council  of  Learned  Societies 
and  ether  specialist  groups. 

Dr,  Gode  presented  the  theory  behind  Intcrlingua  in  an  article 
entitled,  "The  Case  for  Intcrlingua,"  in  Scientific  Monthly  magazine, 
August,  1953. 

It  was  summarized  in  four  points: 

le  The  languages  of  the  world  cannot  be  reduced  to  one  universal 
pattern.  Instead,  every  language  falls  into  one  of  many  possible  molds i 

2,  The  internationalism  of  the  twentieth  centuiy  is  propelled  by 
ideological  forces  which  have  originated  in  the  western  world.  These  forces 
are  understandable  only  in  the  molds  of  occidental  speech  and  thought, 

3.  The  languages  of  the  west  are  so  closely  related  to  each  other 
that  it  is  sound  to  think  of  them  as  variations  of  one  type  language  which 
is  called  Standard  Average  European, 
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h.     To  become  international  a  language  must  have  a  force  behind  it 
to  make  it  spread:  for  example,  Latin's  influence  spread  through  Europe  with 
the  Roman  colonizing  legions,  Christianity,  and  the  revival  of  classical 
Latin  during  the  Renaissance,  The  motivating  force  of  language  in  the 
twentieth  century  is  science. 

The  concepts  of  science,  Cr,  Godc  wrote,  emerged  in  Europe,  and  the 
natural  supranational  language  of  science  is  Standard  Average  European, 
Interlingua,  he  concluded,  is  to  date  the  most  satisfactory  system  of 
language  formed  from  Standard  Average  European. 

But  neither  Cleveland  nor  Godc  crusade  for  a  single  language  for 
the  world  or  even  Western  Europe, 

For  the  Illinois  Tech  physicist,  Interlingua  fills  a  need.  "The 
scientist  loses  much  time  in  learning  to  read  two  or  three  other  languages," 
he  said.  "For  the  greatest  possible  progress  in  science  it  is  essential 
that  research  workers  should  know  the  results  of  work  along  similar  lines  by 
investigators  in  other  countries," 

Dr.  Gode  feels  the  same.  In  his  article  he  asked  that  languages  of 
non-scientific  fields  be  respected  by  recongnizing  that  their  grammars  and 
vocabularies  hold  priority  in  each  locality.  Interlingua,  Dr.  Gode  pointed 
out,  "unifies  the  dialects  of  the  Western  world,  not  the  languages  of  the 
world." 
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A  25-year-old  chemist  has  been  named  winnei-  of  the  award  of  scientific 
merit  in  the  Chemistry  and  Chemical  Engineering  department  at  Armour  Research 
Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 

Ife  is  Er,  Arnold  Miller^  Park  Forest,  111,,  a  research  physical 
chemist  at  the  Chicago  research  organization. 

The  award,  established  in  1953,  is  presented  by  the  Foundation  for 
"outstanding  individual  scientific  accomplishment."  The  work  cited  must  be 
original  and  must  either  be  in  use  or  capable  of  being  placed  in  use  without 
further  modification  or  research. 

Miller  received  the  award  for  his  research  on  surface  chemistry 
applications  to  fine  instrument  lubricants.  The  work  was  performed  over  the 
last  two  years  and  was  sponsored  by  the  Naval  Ordnance  laboratory,  VJhite  Oak, 
Md,. 

Miller  earned  his  B,S,  and  Fh»D,  degrees  at  the  University  of 
California  at  Los  Angeles o 

His  doctoral  thesis  concerned  certain  aspects  of  photochemistry. 
Since  joining  ARF,  his  primary  activity  has  been  in  the  field  or  surface 
ciieirj.stry,  directed  toward  problems  of  lubricity,  lubrication  oil  additives, 
and  corrosion. 
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The  Foundation  award  winner  is  a  member  of  the  Americai   Chemical 

Society,   Slgtna  Xi  (scientific  honor  society) j  and  Phi  Lambda  Upsilon 
(chemistry  recognition  society),

"Industrial  research,"  Leedy  said,  "has  played  a  major  part  in 

advancing  our  standard  of  living.  Television,  magnetic  recording,  jet 
planes,  high  speed  electronic  computers,  new  wonder  drugs,  and  countless 
other  developments  are  all  results  of  research," 

More  than  half  the  products  produced  by  industry  today  can  be  traced 
back  to  th£  research  laboratory.  It  is  increasingly  evident,  he  told  the 
IIT  trustees,  that  the  companies  which  do  the  m.ost  research  become  the 
leaders  in  their  fields, 

"Wg  are  in  a  technological  age  of  better  living  due  to  research, 
and  there  is  no  surer  way  to  avoid  deoressicn  than  to  press  our  search  for 
new  materials,  new  products,  and  new  and  bettor  ways  of  doing  things,"  the 
ARF  director  said.

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Eevelopment  of  new  industries  is  one  of  the  best  ways  Hawaii  can 
strengthen  its  economy,  according  to  a  three-man  team  of  experts   from  Armour 
Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute   of  Technology^  Chicago. 

The  ARF  team  recently  completed  an  intensive  two-week  study  of  Hawaii's 
present  and  potential  industries.     The   assignment  was  under  the  direction  of 
Thomas  P,  Collier^  m.anager  of  the   international  department,  who  was  assisted 
by  Paul  B,  W,  Gollong,   also  of  the   international  department,   and  Dr.  Maurice 
J,  Day,  assistant  director  for  program  development  at   the  Foundation, 

To  make  the  Haviaiian  economy  more   self -productive  and  self-sufficient, 
they  said,  emphasis  should  be  placed  upon  building  up  small  and  m.edlujn-size 
industries   such  as  manufacturing,   fabricating,  and  processing  plants. 

While   Hawaii's  sugar  and  pineapple   industries  are  among  the  most  highly 
developed  in  the  world,   the   growth  of  other  enterprises  in  the  territory  has 
lagged  badly,  the  team  reported„ 

"Ma;jy  of  the  people  we  interviewed  gave  us   the   imipression  that   other 
industries  would  not  be   successful  in  Hawaii,"   Collier  said,     "They  were 
thinking  in  terms  of  mainL-.rid  enterprises   of  large  size   investment  and  mai^ket, 
but   failed  to  realize   that  technological  advances   in  recent  years  have  m.ade   it 
economically  possible   to  scale   down  industrial  plants  to  suit  exact  market 
Tfe4.uireTr.ents.     Actually  this   is  being  done,  both  in  the   United  States  and 
other  couritries, 
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Collier  cited  another  factor  impeding     the   development  of  small 
industries  in  Hawaii:   there  is  an  over-emphasis  on  trying  to  discover  one  or 
two  large  enterprises  that  might  be   of  the  magnitude   cf  thie  pineapple  and 
sugar  industries, 

"In  numerous  talks  with  leaders   of  the  business  community  of  Hawaii," 
he   saidj   "we  were  advised  of  the  potential  value   of  the  islands'  macademia 
nut   (an  edible  nut)  and  its  recently  discovered  titanium  deposits.     Perhaps 
so  much  publicity  has  been  given  to  these  possibilities  that  the  more 
iiranediate  prospects  of  new  smiall  and  medium-size   industries  have  been 
overlooked," 

The  Armour  Research  Foundation  team  believes  that  numerous 
opportunities  exist  in  Hawaii  for  ftlOO,000-a-year  manufacturing  firms, 

"Ten  such  industries  would  mean  ftl, 000^000  worth  of  new  business  for 
the  territory,"   Collier  expalined,     "And  it  would  be  entirely     feasible 
that   100  such  small  plants  eventually  could  bo  established." 

If  this  were  done,   he   said,   Hawaii  would  benefit  in  various  ways: 
the  territory  would  be   less  dependent  upon  imports   from  the  mainland)   its 
economy  would  be  greatly  diversified?    income   from  the   two  principal  export 
comjnoditiGs,   sugar  and  pineapple jWould  be  supplemented;    and  new  employment 
would  be   created. 

To  establish  the  new  industries  which  Hawaii  needs ,   necessary  venture 
capital  and  techinological  assistance  would  have  to  be  made   available.     Also, 
aid  should  be  provided  in  obtaining  suitable  land,  water  resources, 
transportation,   and  tax-  incentives,   Collier  said. 

Equally  as  important,  he   said,  is  the  need  for  an  industrial  research 
center  in  Hawaii, 
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"Just  as  cooperative  research  has  helped  the  sugar  and  pineapple 
industries  gain  such  importance ,  it  could  similarly  benefit  these  proposed 
small  industries,  A  center  of  industrial  research  and  development  would  be 
a  big  factor  in  filling  the  technological  vacuum  that  is  retarding  industrial 
expansion  in  Hawaii j"  Collier  said. 

In  carrying  out  their  assignment  in  Hawaii^  the  ARF  team  visited  liO 
industrial  operations,  met  and  talked  to  300  business  and  government  leaders 
and  held  50  individual  and  group  conferences.  The  project  was  financed  by

Scientists  have  succeeded  in  stopping  the  growth  of  some  experimental 
animal  tu.Tiors  in  their  efforts  to  find  a  cancer  chemotherapy,  but  they  have 
net  found  a  cure* 

Dr,  Allan  He  Roush,  assistant  professor  of  biochemistry  at  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago,  discussed  progress  in  finding  a  cancer 
chemotherapy  Wednesday  afternoon  (Jan,  20)  as  he  presented  the  fourth  in  a 
series  of  lectures  being  offered  at  IIT  for  high  school  science  teachers. 

Cancer  chemotherapy,  he  said,  does  not  refdr  to  a  cure,  but  rather 
to  treatment  of  the  disease  by  chemical  rfeagents  that  have  a  poisonous 
effect  on  the  cancer  cells  without  seriously  poisoning  the  patients 

Application  of  nucleic  acid  antimetabolites— the  approach  to  cancer 
chemotherapy  discussed  by  Dr.  Roush— has  been  Successful  in  stopping  the 
growth  of  some  tumors..  Nucleic  aoid  is  found  in  chromosomes  and  thought 
to  govern  heredity  and  reproductions 

Dro  Roush  believes  scientists  are  conducting  programs  which  will 
lead  to  a  chemotherapy  for  certain  types  of  cancer.  The  speed  with  which  a 
chemotherapy  is  found  will  depend  on  how  concerted  research  is,  he  asserted.

Although  information  obtained  in  animal  experimentation  is  of 
fundamental  value  in  studies  of  cancer  chemotherapy,  the  results  cannot  be 
extended  directly  to  humans,  he  explained*. 

Dr.  Roush  described  cancer  as  an  uncontrolled  growth  and  said  no 
one  has  determined  its  cause*  However,  he  said,  there  are  known 
chemicals— called  carcinogens — that  will  produce  tumors  in  experimental 
animals.  This  is  how  the  experiments  with  nucleic  acid  antimetabolites 
are  conducted,  he  explained,

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Industry  is  relying  more  and  more  on  radioactive  isotopes  to 
solve  its  research  and  produr-.tion  problems,  according  to  figures  released 
today  by  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technologyy 
Chicago. 

The  Foundation  today  reported  that  it  u^ed  more  than  100  times 
as  much  radioactivity  in  1953  as  it  did  iri  1951^  reflecting  the  increased 
interest  of  industrial  compsniss  in  radioisotopes,.  Armour  Research 
Foundation  conducts  research  and  developriiGnt  services  for  business  and 
industry. 

The  Foundation's  increased  use  of  radioisotopes  also  is  a 
dramatic  illustration  of  the  rapid  strides  made  in  making  radioactive 
materials  available  for  research  and  production  use,  as  well  as  for 
medical  purposes,  Dr.  Leonard  Reiffel,  supervisor  of  nuclear  physics, 
pointed  out. 

Ten  years  ago,  he  said,  only  natural  radiation  sources  such  as 
radium  and  radon  were  generally  available.  Today,  the  list  includes 
some  200  artificially  produced  radioisotopes.

Radioisotopes  are  various  elements  that  have  been  made  radioactive 
by  exposure  to  nuclear  radiation  from  an  atomic  reactor,  from  an  accelerator 
such  as  a  cyclotron,  or  from  a  portable  radiation  source. 

They  are  used  by  the  nuclear  ptqrsics  section  at  the  Foundation  to 
help  solve  problems  in  ore  separation,  muscle  composition  analysis,  wear 
studies  of  turbine  blades,  direct  generation  of  electrical  energy,  soil 
permeability  studies,  and  automatic  machine  control. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  isotopes  used  by  the 
Foundation  in  the  past  three  years  and  the  amount  of  activity  of  the 
isotopes  it  possessed  in  each  of  those  years.  Activity  is  expressed 
in  millicuries,  a  raillicurie  being  the  equivalent  of  37  million  atomic 
disintegrations  a  second.

Titanium-alloy  ingots  weighing  up  to  100  pounds  can  now  be 
produced  by  a  double  melting  process  worked  out  at  Armour  Research 
Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago. 

The  process  can  easily  be  applied  to  commercial-scale  production, 
a6cording  to  Foundation  spokesmen.  Production  of  these  alloys  is  rapidly 
becoming  important,  they  add,  because  their  light  weight  and  high  strength 
make  them  valuable  In  jet  aircraft  construction. 

The  process  starts  with  titanium  and  alloying  metals j  such  as 
aluminum  and  silicon,  fed  into  a  non-consumable-electrode  arc  melting 
furnace.  This  produces  an  ingot  that  contains  the  desired  combination 
of  metals  but  is  not  homogeneous  enough  to  be  of  much  use.  Alloying 
elements  are  likely  to  be  segregated  in  parts  of  the  ingoto 

The  next  step  is  to  forge  this  ingot  into  a  rod,  which  is  then 
remelted  as  a  consumable  electrode  in  another  arc  furnace.  Fed  in 
vertically  through  the  top  of  this  furnace,  it  melts  in  an  electric  arc 
playing  between  it  and  the  pool  of  molten  metal  just  below  it.  Because 
all  of  the  metal  must  pass  through  the  intense  heat  of  the  arc  and  because 
a  larger  and  hotter  molten  pool  is  maintained  than  ispossible  with  the 
other  furnace,  the  alloying  metals  get  dispersed  throughout  the  mixture.

Armour  Research  Foundation  was  the  first  organization  to  use  a 
consumable-electrode  furnace  in  producing  titanium  alloys,  according  to 
DonaW  H.  Turner,  assistant  metallurgist.  Work  on  the  process  started 
in  19U8  and  has  progressed  steadily  since  then.  One  of  its  results, 
Turner  said,  is  the  present  consumable-electrode  furnace  of  relatively 
large  capacity. 

The  crucible  in  which  alloy  is  melted  in  the  consumable-electrode 
furnace  consists  of  a  copper  tube  with  l/U-inch  walls  enclosed  in  a 
brass  water  jacket.  An  argon  atmosphere  is  maintained  in  the  crucible  to 
prevent  oxidizing  of  the  titanium  alloy. 

Melting  is  started  by  striking  an  arc  between  the  lower  end  of  the 
electrode  and  a  titanium-alloy  "stool"  secured  to  the  crucible  bottom.. 
The  electrode  is  fed  in  continuously  to  maintain  a  steady  arc»  When  an 
ingot  has  been  built  up  on  the  stool  to  a  height  of  six  to  eight  inches, 
a  retracting  mechanism  is  turned  on  and  adjusted  to  the  rate  of  casting.- 
This  mechanism  withdraws  the  ingot  continuously  through  the  bottom  of  the 
crucible. 

Foundation  research  men  say  that  larger  ingots  than  the  six-inch- 
diameter  ones  they  are  now  producing  could  be  achieved  by  increasing  the 
power  used.  The  only  limits  on  size,,  they  say,  are  the  physical  limits 
on  the  distance  the  ingot  can  be  withdrawn  and  the  diameter  of  the  molten 
pool  that  can  be  maintained.

Hr-  Ho  Porter,  who  has  conducted  reEearcli  on  guided  mi.ssiles  at 
Johns  Hopkins  since  19a2j  was  guest  speaker  before  a  meeting  of  the 
American  Rocket  society^ s  Chicago  chapter  at  the  Western  Society  of 
Engineers,  81i  Eo  Randolph  street, 

"The  problem  we  face  is  not  simple,"  he  saidc  "Such  an  attack 
may  consist  of  many  planes,  and  to  control  it  we  may  have  to  put  hundreds 
of  interceptors  or  guided  missiles  into  the  airo 

"The  problem  of  keeping  track  of  all  enemy  planes  and 
coordinating  our  weapons  into  an  effective  defense  is  staggering*" 

"\\rorld  War  Il-style  anti-aircraft  guns  and  rockets  "are  fast 
losing  their  usefulness  as  the  speed  of  planes  increases,  the  range  of 
weapon  release  lengthens,  and  the  vulnerabilities  of  the  targets 
decrease,"  he  went  on. 

"If  the  guided  missile  can  endowed  with  the  capabilities  needed, 
it  will  have  major  advantages  (over  a  pilot-flown  interceptor)  since  it 
avoids  the  limitations  due  to  the  pjreeence  of  a  piloto" 
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But,  he  said,  "The  biggest  advantage  of  the  piloted  interceptor 
is  that  it  exists  as  a  proved  weapon  in  service." 

The  Johns  Hopkins  researcher  suggested  one  way  of  helping  to 
keep  expenses  down  in  utilizing  gillded  missiles: 

"Since  the  cost  of  training  and  manning  installations  will  be 
the  largest  item  of  expense,  the  use  of  a  home  guard  .  .  .  with  a  limited 
military  complement  as  a  skeleton  operating  cadre  and  for  the  command 
function,  is  one  method  of  having  the  manpower  available  and  not  tying 
down  a  lot  of  military  personnel." 

Porter  suggested  the  United  States  may  be  overestimating  Russia's 
military  strength.  "If  we  overestimate  them  we  may  uselessly  destroy 
our  economic  structure," 

He  pointed  out  that  Russia  produces  one- third  the  electrical 
power,  one-third  the  steel,  one-seventh  the  oil,  and  one-tenth  the  cars 
and  trucks  the  United  States  does. 

During  World  War  II,  he  said,  Russia,  with  more  than  three  times 
the  population  of  Qermany,  mobilized  only  12,000,000  men  to  Germany's 
18,000,000,  Futhermore,  he  said,  "the  population  is  tired  and  not 
basically  loyal  to  the  government  in  power*" 

"An  estimate  of  the  scale  of  air  defense  needed  must  be  based  on 
an  estimate  of  the  enemy  capabilities  and  intentions,  our  situation 
and  needs,  and  the  defense  we  can  provide.  Surely  a  good  defense  is 
needed  and  is  attainable.  But  if  we  ask  for  too  much,  we  may  not  get 
what  we  need,"  Porter  concluded,

"There  is  no  quick  or  ready  answer  to  this  question,  but  the 
response  of  creative  leadership  to  the  riddle  of  the  machine,  whether 
in  world  affairs  or  community  commitments,  aesthetics,  morals,  and  all 
the  realms  of  soul  and  spirit,  is  the  most  solemn  challenge  of  our  time."

Illinois  Institute  of  Technology 


The  INSTITUTE  OF  DESIGN  OF  ILIINOIS  INSTITUTE  OF  TECHNOLOGY, 
located  at  632  North  Dearborn  street  in  Chicago,  provides   college-level 
instruction  in  product  design,   visual  communication  and  photography. 

It  is  internationally  famed  as  one  of  the  world's  most  creative 
institutions.     Although  a  relatively  young  institution,   it  has  influenced 
art  and  design  teaching  methods  in  many  countries.     Its  graduates  are 
contributing  distinctive  patterns  for  industrial  products  and  are  res- 
ponsible for  mary  new  features  in  the  graphic  arts  and  photography. 

It  is  unique  among  art  and  design  schools  due  to  its  insistence 
that  the  designer  must  have  more  than  narrow  vocational  training  to  solve 
design  problems  and  its  creed  that  he  should  not  study  the  old  masters 
but,    instead,   develop  the  intellectual  and  emotional  powers  which  made 
the   old  masters   creative. 

The   school  is  the  direct  descendant  of  The  Bauhaus,   established 
in  Germany  follOTing  World  War  I,  which  exerted  tremendous  influence  in 
the  development  of  modern  art  until  closed  by  the  hostile  Nazi  goverrjnent 
in  1933.     The   late  Lazlo  Moholy-Magy,    the   leading  Hungarian  artist-educator 
who  developed  the  basic  training  c-ourses  at  The  Bauhaus,  was  invited  by 
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a  group  of  civic  leaders  to  come  to  Chicago  to  establish  a  "Sew  Bauhaus" 
which  would  continue  the  principles  of  the  original  institution*  He  ac- 
cepted and  brought  the   school's  first  instructors  with  him. 

The   old  Marshall  Field  mansion  on  Chicago's  Prairie  avenue 
was  made  available   to  the  new  school  which  opened  its  doors,   October  1937, 
to  20  students.     The  school's  initial  years  were  beset  first  by  financial 
problems  and  then  by  ?/orld  War  II,     It  was  required  to  move  frorr  Prairie 
avenue  to  a  former  bakery  building  on  East  Ontario  street.     Later,   it 
moved  again  to   the  former  Chicago  Historical  Society  building  where  It 
is  now  located.     It  changed  its  name  to  the  School  of  Design  and  subse- 
quently to  the  Institute  of  Design^ 

T'ifhile  the  Institute  of  Design's  early  years  were  hectic,   its 
educational  program,  based  upon  The  Bauhaus  tradition,  was  sound  and 
took  root„     Moholy-Nagy  led  the  Institute  brilliantly  until  his  death 
in  I9U6,     He  supplied,   through  ths    sustained  power  of  his  personal  in- 
spiration, what  the  school  lacked  in  material  facilities, 

Moholy's  last  book,  "Vision  in  Motion,"  is  a  virtual  suimnaticn 
of  his  life's  work  as  an  educator.  It  was  completed  not  too  long  before 
his  death. 

Shortly  before  his  death,   and  for  several  years  following,   the 
school  was  given  financial  strength  by  a  board  of  trustees  formed  by 
Walter  Paepcke  of  Chicago,   chairman  of  the  Container  Corporation, 

In  December,  19U9,   the  Institute  of  Design  merged  with  and  be- 
came a  degree-granting  department  of  Illinois  Institute  of   Technology. 
This  was  a  momentous  step:     It  gave  the  Institute  of  Design  much-needed 
administrative  help  and  the  opportunity  to  offer  accredited   college  degrees; 
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it  allowed  Illinois  Tech  to  integrate  industrial  design  into   its  already- 
extensive  program  in  science,   technology,   and  the  liberal  arts. 

The  merger  also  brought  the  Institute  of  Design  and  IIT's  famed 
Department  of  Architecture  and  City  Planning  into  close  collaboration. 
The  two  departments  new  work  together  on  related  projects  and  benefit 
from  a  mutual  exchange  of  ideas  and  facilities. 

The  Institute  of  Design  finds  no  barrier  between  the  fine  and 
applied  arts.     Useful  objects  and  articles  of   every-day  life  can  have 
beauty,  but  to  achieve  this,   a  close  correlation  between  science,   tech- 
nology,  and  art  is  demanded.     The  artist  is  the  necessary  brother  of  the 
industrialist  and  the  engineer,   and  his  task  is  to  relate  contemporary 
developments  in  materials,  tools,   and  methods  with  art  in  mass-produced 
goods. 

All  Institute  of  Design  students,   before  beginning  specialized 
work,  are  required  to  take   the  school's  Foundation  course,  which  covers 
the  first  three  semesters.     Here  all  the  elements  which  are  the  compo- 
nents of  design  are  presented.     At  each  stage,   science,   technology,   and 
art  form  an  interlocking  pattern, 

.    Throughout  the  Foundation  course,   the  student  works  with  tools, 
machines,  and  materials  which  interact  with  his  theoretical  knowledge  and 
artistic  sensibility  and  sensitivity.     By  working  with  clay,   plastic, 
wood,   paper,    sheet  metal,  glass,  he  gains  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the 
appearance,   structure,  texture  and  the  limitations  of  each.     Step  by 
step,   he  discovers  the  possibilities  of  each. 

After  his  fundamental  training  which  develops  the    student's 
creative  powers,  he  gees  on  to  specialize   in  one  of  the  fields  of  design.

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He  may  take  his  bachelor's  degree  in  product  design,  visual  design,   or 
photography  and  film.     Product  design  offers   two  options:     shelter  design 
and  equipment  design.     Graduate  work  leading  to  a  master's  degree  is  avail- 
able  in  all  of  these  fields  as  well  as  in  art  education. 

The  Institute  of  Design's  undergraduate  and  graduate  programs 
are  offered  in  both  day  and  evening  divisions  of  IIT.     A  person  who  can- 
not attend  the  Institute  full-time  may  still  work  toward  a  degree  through 
the  evening  program. 

The  demand  for  graduates  of  the  Institute  of  Design  continues 
to  grow  as  business  and  industry  recognize  the  increasing  need  for  com- 
plete, professional  education  in  this  field. 
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The  growing  importance  of  research  in  providing  safer,  more 
efficient,  and  more  dependable  railroad  transportation  is  exemplified 
by  the  Research  Center  of  the  Association  of  American  Railroads, 

Housed  in  two  modern  buildings  on  the  Illinois  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology campus  in  Chicago,  the  center  is  handling  an  increasing  amount  of 
research  for  the  nation's  rail  lines.  Its  facilities  offer  a  medium  for 
conducting  research  with  the  most  modern  techniques  on  the  widest  possible 
variety  of  subjects  and  at  a  minimum  cost  to  the  individual  railroads. 

In  addition  to  its  own  research,  the  center  provides  a  nerve 
center  for  railroad  research  projects  "farmed  out"  to  other  organizationsc 
It  is  headquarters  for  engineering,  mechanical,  and  sanitary  research  and 
for  studies  on  refrigerator  cars,  containers,  and  other  subjects. 

The  Association  of  American  Railroads  was  formed  to  provide  a 
means  of  collective  action  on  matters  of  common  interest  to  the  railways^ 
Conduct  of  research  was  seen  to  be  one  of  the  most  important  of  these,  and 
projects  were  conducted  for  many  years  on  a  contractual  basis  with  univer- 
sities, research  foundations,  and  individual  railway  laboratories. 

Because  of  the  growing  importance  of  AAR's  research  activities  and 

the  need  for  specialized  facilities,  the  first  building  of  the  Research 
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Center  was  completed  in  March,  1950.     Among  its  faoilf.tiss  are  impact  and 
vibration  machines  for  testing  containers.     The  machines  are  designed  to 
subject  a  package  to  shocks  and  vibrations  corresponding  to  those  it  might 
be  expected  to  receive  in  shipment.     In  a  humidity  room,  tests  are  made 
on  strength  of  container  ir.aterials  under  controlled  humidity  conditions„ 

In  the  electrical  laboratory,   electronic  stress-measuring 
equipment  is  maintained  for  use  in  studying  stresses  and  impacts  on 
track  structure,  bridges,   and  rolling  stock.     It  also  provides  headquarters 
for  detector  cars  —  the  csrs  with  electrical  "fingers"  that  feel  out  de- 
fects in  track, 

A  new  addition  to  the  center  is  the  Mechanical  Research  building, 
completed  in  1953c     At  one  end  of  its  two-story  main  room  is  the  13|^.tonfl  ■ 
drop  hammer  formerly  used  for  testing  draft  gears  at  the  AAR  draft  gear 
testing  laboratory  at  Purdue  university.     Its  new  location  typifies  the 
transition  that  is  taking  place  —  consolidation  of  research  and  testing 
performed  in  the  past  at  a  number  of  different  locations. 

Another  feature  is  a  huge   "ice  box"  that  houses  a  full-scale 
journal  testing  machine.     The  machine  works  under  carefully  controlled 
conditions  at  temperatures  ranging  from  60°  below  zero  Fahrenheit  to  130° 
above e 

In  addition  to  these  are  a  host  of  other  research  and  testing 
facilities,   including  a  chemo-physical  laboratory,  lubrication  laboratory, 
mechanical  laboratory,  and  machine  shopo 

Both  buildings  were  designed  by  Ludwig  Mies  van  der  Rohe,   interna^ 

tionally  known  architect,  who  heads  Illinois  Tgch's  architecture  department. 

The  buildings, which  fit  in  with  the  style  of  other  buildings  on  the  campus, 

are  of  welded  steel  frame  construction  with  areas  of  buff  brick  and  the 

large  glass  panels  characteristic  of  Mies  van  der  Rohe's  work.

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Location  of  the  laboratory  at  Illinois  Tech  typifies  the  AAR 
policy  of  cooperating  with  industrial  and  university  laboratories  wherever 
possible  in  conducting  research  work. 

By  facilitating  flow  of  ideas  among  research  laboratories  and 
railroads  and  by  providing  the  facilities  for  new  experiments,  the  AAR 
Research  Center  will  espedi te  studies  in  all  phases  of  railroad  transpor- 
tation. All  this  adds  up  to  a  constantly  improving  railroad  system^ 
one  that  will  meet  the  nation's  transportation  requirements  with  increasing 
safety  and  efficiency. 
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The  Institute  of  Gas  Technology^   an  affiliate  of  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology.   Chicago,  was  founded  in  19lil  by  members  of 
the  utility  gas  industry,   the  nation's  sixth  largest  industry.-,     It 
performs  four  major  functions  for   the  industry: 

—Trains  men  in  science  and  engineering, 

— Prosecutes  fundamental  and   applied  research. 

— Collects  and  disseminates  scientific  inforraationc 

— Stimulates   and  correlates  research, 

Financial  support  of  the  institute  is  derived  from  dues  paid 
by  gas  utilities  and  gas  appliance  and  equipment  manufacturers  under 
agreements  of  associate  membership  and  from  contributions* 

The  educational  program  is  intended  to  train  men  in  science 
and  engineering  with  special  emphasis  on  the  principles  and  practices 
of  the  utility  gas  industry.     It  has  four  phases: 

—Gas  technology  option  program^    the  training  of  junior-senior 
undergraduates  enrolled  in  the  chemical  or  mechanical  engineering  depari 
ments  of  Illinois  Tech, 

—Graduate  study  program,   the  training  at  the  master's  and 

doctor's  levels  of  graduates  in  chemistry,  physics,   and  chemical, 
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mechanical,  natural  gas,  and  petroleum  engineering, 

--Refresher  course  program,  the  training  of  men  in  the  gas  in- 
dustry in  principles  of  gas  technology. 

—Home  study  program,  the  training  of  men  in  the  gas  industry,  in 
plant  groups,  or  as  individuals,  without  attendance  at  the  institute. 

Degrees  are  earned  only  in  the  first  two  programs.  All  degrees 
are  awarded  by  Illinois  Tech. 

la  general,  research  at  the  Institute  of  Gas  Technology  is  con- 
ducted for  the  benefit  of  the  utility  gas  industry  as  a  whole.  The  aim 
of  each  project  is  to  advance  gas  technology  by  improvements  in  productioHj 
transmission,  distribution,  and  utilization  of  manufactured  and  natural 
gas.  This  research  is  sponsored  by  individual  companies,  groups  of 
companies,  and  the  American  Gas  associationa. 

The  institute's  libraries  and  publishing  activities  fulfill  the 
third  objective,  the  collection  and  dissemination  of  information.  The 
libraries'  collections  of  books,  pamphlets,  and  periodicals  are  unequalled 
in  the  field  of  gas  technology.  Assistance  in  conducting  literature  and 
patent  searches  and  preparation  of  bibliographies  are  among  the  services 
offered.  The  institute's  major  publications  are  research  bulletins, 
interim  reports,  a  news  letter,  and  the  monthly  Gas  Abstracts, 

Facilities  of  the  institute  represent  an  investment  of  more  than 
^1,250,000,  They  are  housed  in  a  modern  structure  harmonizing  with  the 
architectural  style  of  other  buildings  on  the  Illinois  Tech  campus  and  in 
a  pilot  plant  at  Crawford  station  of  the  Peoples  Gas  Light  and  Coke  company. 
The  institute's  campus  building,  facing  BUth  between  State  and  Dear- 
born streets,  was  constructed  in  1950  with  funds  provided  through  subscriptions 
from  198  gas  industry  companies,  A  170  by  7k   foot  two-story  reinforced  con- 
crete structure  with  full  basement,  the  building  has  1|0, COO  square  feet  of

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floor  space  and  a  volume  of  U80,000  cubic  feet<,     The  offices,   classrooms 
and  libraries  are  on  its  second  flooro     Research  laboratories  and  shops 
occupy  the  first  floor,   and  analytical  laboratories  are  in  the  basement. 

The  pilot  plant  at  nearby  Crawford  station  contains  ten  20  by  2lt 
foot  bays  with  5U-foot  headroom,   and  two  12  by  60  foot  areas  for  shop, 
office,   and  laboratory  use.     In  it  are  housed  laboratories  best  suited  to 
pilot-plant  location  and  semi-plant-scale  units  in  which  new  gas-making 
processes  developed  at  the  institute  are  tested  under  industrial  operating 
conditionsc 

The  institute's  research  and  educational  contributions  have  played, 
and  continue  to  play,   a  major  role  in  the  rapid  expansion  of  the  utility 
gas  industry. 
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The  Precision  Inspection  Laboratory  at  Armour  Research  Foundation 
of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago,  performs  a  variety  of  precise 
inspection  services  for  industry  and  for  units  vrithin  the  Foundation, 

As  a  service  to  industry,   the  laboratory  provides  for   the  convenient 
calibration  of  precision  meaauring  standards,  instruments,  and  manufactured 
parts. 

Within  the  Foundation,   the  laboratory's  staff  serves  mainly  as 
an  information  center,   making  sure  that  parts  are  made   to   the  specifications 
of  the  engineering  and  scientific  staff. 

The  laboratory  is  housed  in  a  newly  constructed  air-conditioned 
and  constant-temperature  area  of  the  Foundation's  Engineering  Research 
building,  55  W«  3iith  street. 

Temperature  is  kept  constant  because  changes  might  cause  expansion 
or  contraction  in  the  standards.  Humidity  is  kept  low  so  that  the  instru- 
ments will  not  rusto 

Chief  inspector  Edmund  Swider,   explains  the  laboratory's  main 
function: 

"Since  Armour  Research  Foundation  performs  a  scientific  research 
service  for  industry,  staff  engineers  and  scientists  often  ask  that  items 
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be  made  that  are  not  yet  in  existenceo 

"Most  likely,  the  Foundation's  shops  will  manufacture  these  items* 
We  check  to  see  that  the  finished  product  is  exactly  according  to  the 
scientist's  or  engineer's  specifications o" 

The  work  ranges  from  measuring  patterns  with  shrink  rules  to  accuracies 
of  ten-millionths  of  an  incb.     Each  of  the  inspectors  on  the  staff  has  a 
minimum  of  five  years'   experienced 

Precision  measurement  equipment  in  the  laboratory  is  valued  at 
about  $70,000,     In  addition^  the  staff  has  access  to  U,  So  ordnance  equipment 
worth  sbout  I^OOjOOO* 

Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  and  the  ordnance  department  for 
six  years  conducted  a  precision  measurement  education  program,  and,  with 
the  Foundation,  shared  the  same  facilities.     The  Foundation  was  invited  to 
continue  using  the  ordnance  facilities  when  the  departaiient  moved  to  downtown 
CkLoagoo 

The  laboratory fs  measurements  fall  into  eight  general  categories? 
external  dimensions,  internal  diameters,  instrument  calibration,  calibration 
control,,  angle  measurements,  standards  calibration,,  surface  flatness  and 
dimensional  lengths,   and  contour  projection  measurements ►. 
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liJhat  does  a  chemist  do  when  he  is  unable  to  identify  a  pure  compound? 

Chances  are  that  sooner  or  later  he  is  referred  to  the  National  Re- 
gistry of  Crystallographic  Data  operated  in  the  analytical  section  of  the 
department  of  chemistry  and  chemical  engineering  at  Armour  Research  Foundation 
of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago, 

The  registry  was  formally  established  in  1950  under  the  direction  of 
Dr.  Walter  S,  McCrone,  senior  chemist  at  Armour  Research  Foundation.  Its 
work  centers  around  a  card  file  which  has  the  morphological,  optical,  and 
x-ray  diffraction  data  for  U,000  pure  compounds,  such  as  dyes,  pharmaceuticals, 
explosives,  and  waxes. 

The  registry  works  like  this:  When  a  chemist  has  a  compound  he 
cannot  indentify,  he  measures  the  compound's  physical  properties.  The  pro- 
perties, which  differ  for  every  compound,  then  are  sent  to  the  registry  for 
identification.  A  staff  member  checks  them  against  properties  listed  for 
compounds  in  the  registry  file.  An  identification  is  considered  conclusive 
when  a  compound's  properties  match  those  on  a  card. 

The  registry's  file  growe  larger  every  year,  Msnbers  of  the  ARF 
analytical  section  add  to  the  entries  through  their  own  work  and  by  collecting 
data  from  the  literature.

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The  registry,  which  averages  a  request  a  day  for  identification  of  some 
compound,   actually  is  an  outgrowth  of  two  activities: 

•—The  Foundation-sponsored  fundamental  crystal  projects  in  the 
analytical  section.     The  section  makes  frequent  use  of  the  registry  file 
and  adds  to  it  through  analyses  of  various  materials  sent  to   the  section 
for  indentification* 

—Dr.  McCrone's  personal  interest  in  crystallographic  datao     Since 
192|8,  he  and  other  members   of  the  section  have  been  supplying  Analytic  Chemistry 
with  the  data  of  a  different  compound  each  month. 

The  registry,  which  has  received  requests  from  scientists  behind  the 
Iron  Curtain,   gets  most  of  its  queries  from  industrial  and  government 
laboratories.

The  founda- 
tion's library  is  the  most  complete  in  existence  on  the  subject  of  litho- 
graphy, 

A  staff  of  20  chemists,  physicists,  engineers  and  other  specialists 
is  kept  busy  at  the  laboratories  housed  in  Illinois  Tech's  Glessner  House 
at  1800  Prairie  avenue. 

The  foundation  was  established  in  192h   to  provide  an  educational 
and  research  service  for  lithographic  printers. 

Administrative  headquarters  and  the  educational  department  are  at 
131  E,  39th  street.  New  York  City.  Originally  affiliated  with  the  Univer- 
sity of  Cincinnati,  the  research  department's  move  to  Prairie  avenue  was 
made  in  19hS» 

Lithography,  letterpress,  and  gravure  are  the  three  principal

Colleges  and  universities  have  labor  problems  the  same  as  industry- 
does,  and  today  they  are  meeting  these  problems  in  the  same  way— through 
collective  bargaining. 

This  was  the  opinion  of  Russell  N^  Sullivan,  professor  of  law 
at  the  University  of  Illinois,  who  spoke  today  at  the  Midwest  regional 
meeting  of  the  College  and  University  Personnel  association.  Approximately 
50  college  administrators  attended  thf=>.  full-day  meeting  held  at  llUnoiB 
Institute  of  Technology  in  Chicago. 

"Educational  institutions  no  longer  refuse  to  deal  with  labor 
unions, "Sullivan  said.  "The  colleges  and  universities  have  come  to  accept 
collective  bargaining  as  a  social  responsibility,  and  today  they  are  meeting 
this  responsibility  as  fully  as  industry  doesc" 

Although  collective  bargaining  on  the  part  of  colleges  and 
universities  is  not  new,  he  explained,  it  was  never  given  official 
recognition  until  19l;5  when  the  University  of  Illinois  announced  publicly 
that  it  would  bargain  for  all  its  organized  employes. 

Since  that  time  almost  all  educational  institutions  have  adopted 
collective  bargaining  as  offical  policy,  Sullivan  said.

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The  year  1953  was  Chicago's  cleanest  on  record,   according  to 
scientists  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology. 

The  city's  average  monthly  dustfall  for  the  year  was  53.61 
tons  per  square  mile,  it  waa  reported  by  'William  A.  Dupraw,  research 
analytical  chemist  at  the  Foundation^ 

This  figure  represented  a  significant  reduction  from  the  average 
of  56.07  tons  per  square  mile  in  1952,  the  city's  next  cleanest  year  since 
ARF  first  started  measuring  and  analyzing  dustfall  in  19ii6, 

Dupraw  said  the  1953  dustfall  record  was  good  because  the  weather 
for  the  year— especially  the  last  few  months— was  relatively  mild^ 
December,  for  example,  averaged  only  55.91;  tons  per  square,  which  is 
considered  light  for  a  winter  month, 

Dustfall  is  usually  heaviest  during  the  winter,   he  explained, 
because  of  the  many  heating  fires  in  use.     Other  factors  which  affect 
dustfall  are  windy  weather,  which  redeposits  dirt  and  soot  from  one 
area  to  anotherj  precipitation,  which  brings  down  the  dust  in  the  airj 
and  air  pollution  caused  by  industrial,   commercial  and  residential  sources.

Although  soap  has  been  used  for  thousands  of  years,  chemists 
only  recently  have  come  to  understand  the  underlying  reactions 
involved  in  its  manufacture. 

Some  of  the  techniques  being  used  to  help  understand  this 
and  other  organic  reactions  will  be  discussed  Wednesday,  Feb,  17, 
when  Dr.  %ron  Lc  Bender,  assistant  professor  of  chemistry  at  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago,  presents  the  fifth  in  a  series  of 
lectures  being  offered  at  IIT  for  high  school  science  teachers, 

Dr«  Bender's  topic  will  be  "The  Use  of  Isotopic  Oxygen  in 
the  Determination  of  the  Mechanism  of  Organic  Reactions,"  He  will 
explain  why  it  is  necessary  to  study  the  operation  of  organic  reactions 
and  how  isotopis -oigrgen  aids  this  study, 

Dro  Bender  will  speak  at  U:30  p„m,  in  Smith-Olson  hall  of  the 
Metallurgical  and  Chemical  Engineering  building,  10  Wo  33rd  street, 
on  the  Illinois  Tech  campus. 

The  three  remaining  lectures  in  the  series  will  be  held  the 
third  Wednesday  of  each  month  through  May  at  the  same  time  and  place. 

The  series  is  designed  to  keep  teachers  informed  of  latest 
developments  in  chemistry,  physics,  mathematics,  and  biology.  Teachers

Nothing  taxes  the  imagination  of  students,  scientists,   and 
engineers  nore  than  the  increasing  complexity  of  such  subjects  as 
geometry,   higher  mathematics,    the  atom,   and  the  new  fields  being 
probed  by  the  microscope  and  telescope » 

Ingenious  neans  have  been  devised  to  reveal  these  new 
horizons.     Many  of  the  devices  will  be  on  display  Feb.  l8  through 
March  12  at  the  Institute  of  Design  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 
632  N,  Dearborn  street,   Chicago, 

The  public  exhibit,  called  "Visual  Interpretation  in  Science/' 
was  prepared  by  Konrad  Wachsmann,   head  of   the  advanced  building 
research  department  of  the  Institute  of  Designs 

Wachsmann  said  it  is  possible  to  compare  some  of  the  surface 
markings  of  highly  polished  titanium,   as  magnified  500,000  times  by 
the  electron  microscope,  with  the  moon's  pock-marked  face,   as  seen 
by  the  200-inch  telescope  camera  on  Mount  Palomar,     Photographs  of 
both  will  be  shown  at  the  exhibits 

The  visual  presentation  of  intricate  mathematical  problems, 
forming  artistic  and  beautiful  patterns,   also  will  be  on  display 
along  with  specially  made  figures  used  in  today's  study  of  geometry.

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Drawings  and  modela  of  Leonardo  da  Vinci's  best  known  inventions 
will  be  exhibited  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  for  three  weeks 
beginning  Friday,  Febs  19» 

The  exhibit  includes  models  of  da  Vinci's  inventions,  constructed 
by  Dr»  Roberto  Guatelli,  noted  da  Vinci  scholar,  and  reproductions  of 
the  original  drawings  made  by  the  l5th  century  master. 

The  material  will  be  on  display  in  the  lobby  of  the  Metallurgical 
and  Chemical  Engineering  building,  10  West  33rd  street,  on  the  Illinois 
Tech  campus.  The  exhibit  is  open  to  the  public  without  charge* 

The  exhibit  was  prepared  by  the  fine  arts  department  of  the 
International  Business  Machines  corporation  and  was  first  displayed  in 
1952  during  the  500th  anniversary  observance  of  the  great  Italian 
artist's  birth. 

Although  best  known  for  his  masterpieces,  "The  Last  Supper"  and 
the  "Mona  Lisa,"  da  Vinci  also  was  a  pioneer  insolence  and  engineering. 
Many  of  his  experiments  and  designs  were  the  forerunners  of  modern 
principles  of  science  and  engineering. 

Da  Vinci's  design  for  an  "air  screw"  is  considered  by  authorities 

as  the  introduction  of  the  principle  of  both  the  helicopter  and  the 

propeller,

He  also  designed  and  is  supposed  to  have  tested  a  parachute^ 
which  he  called  a  "tent  of  linen»" 

Until  da  Vinci  invented  his  clock  mechanism,  the  time  of  day- 
was  marked  only  in  hourso  He  devised  a  weight-driven  mechanism  for 
meatmrement  of  time.  Today^  in  a  church  steeple  north  of  Milan,  a 
clock  he  constructed  still  ticks  on  special  occasions « 

The  clock  has  four  faces,  showing  respectively  the  minute, 
hour,  day  of  the  week  and  years  Weights  for  the  minute  hand  must  be 
lifted  every  12  hours p  for  the  hour  hand  every  21;  hours,  for  the  day 
indicator  every  week,  and  once  every  10  years  for  the  year  indicator. 

Da  Vinci's  designs  for  a  flying  machine^,  a  helicopter,  and  a 
parachute  reveal  his  preoccupation  with  the  potentialities  of  space 
and  flights 

His  inventions  of  a  multi-speed  gear  assembly,  a  rotating  bridge, 
machine  guns,  an  air  conditioning  unit,  a  spring-driven  car,  and  a 
military  tank,  also  are  included  in  the  exhibit. 

Drawings  of  many  of  these  inventions  will  be  on  display  in 
addition  to  a  reproduction  of  his  map  of  Tuscax^,  an  invention  in 
itself,  for  he  was  the  creator  of  modern  cartography. 

Other  drawings  show  his  acute  observation  of  natural  phenomena: 
the  human  anatomy,  fish,  birds,  a  whirlpool,  stratified  rock,  and  plants.

Results  of  new  Investigations  of  soap-raakLng  are  being  applied 
to  a  better  understanding  of  man's  digestive  processes. 

Dr*  I^ron  Lo  Bender,  assistant  professor  of  chemistry  at  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago,   explained  the  correlation  Wednesday 
afternoon,  Feb»  17,  at  the  fifth  in  a  series  of  eight  lectures  being 
presented  at  IIT  for  Chicago  area  high  school  science  teachers. 

Dre  Bender  declared  that  the  fundamentals  of  soap-making,  more 
properly  called  ester  hydrolysis,  only  recently  have  come  to  be  under- 
stood through  the  use  of  isotopes  of  oxygen  in  studying  the  reactions 
behind  its  manufacture. 

These  investigations,   he  pointed  out,  may  lead  to  more  advantageous 
use  of  the  ancient  reaction  of  hydrolysis,  chemical  process  of  decomposition 
of  molecules  involving  the  addition  of  the  elements  of  water. 

An  understanding  of  the  mechanism  by  which  enzymes,  complex 
organic  substances,  speed  hydrolysis  may  broaden  chemists'  understanding 
of  the  vital  process  of  digestion,  Dr*  Bender  said. 

Discussing  "The  Use  of  Isotopic  Oxygen  in  the  Determination  of 
the  Mechanism  of  Organic  Reactions,"  Dr.  Bender  explained  why  it  is 
essential  chemists  understand  the  mechanism  of  such  reactions. 
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Dr.  Bender's  speech—page  two 

Mechanism,   he  said,   is  important  in  providing  a  theoretical 
basis  for  determining  how  reactions  will  proceed  in  order  to  predict 
what  may  or  may  not  be  expected  of  a  given  reaction. 

Dro  Bender  said  knowledge  of  a  reaction  mechanism  will  enable 
a  chemist  to  predict  the  speed  of  a  given  reaction  and  how  variations 
in  structure  will  affect  it.     Knowledge  of  reaction  mechanism  also  has 
provided  new  avenues  to  the  synthesis  of  organic  molecules,   such  as 
synthetic  polymers  and  high  octane  gasoline* 

Dre   Bender  declared  that  the  use  of  isotopic  atoms  of  molecules 
has  been  important  in  determining  the  mechanism  of  many  organic  reactions. 
Isotopes,   he  explained,   are  used  to  label  in  a  very  specific  manner  a 
particular  molecule  which  then  can  be  followed  through  the  course  of  a 
reactionc     Isotopes  can  be  put  to  such  use  because  they  have  the  same 
chemical  properties  as  ordinary  atoms,   but  possess  different  physical 
properties  such  as  radioactivity  or  greater  weight. 
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Drive  a  steel  column  down  tw  bedrock,    then  start  applying  loads 
to  the  top  of  ito     How  much  weight  xd.ll  it  stand  before  it  fails? 

Engineers  from  United  States  Steel  corporation  and  Armour 
Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  will  answer 
that  question  at  10  a.m.  Wednesday,   Feb.  17,   at  a  site  near  the  inter- 
section of  Chicago's  Halsted  and  Harrison  streets. 

The  three-month  series  of  tests  on  U,  S,  Steel  beams  will  end 
at  that  hour  when  engineers  will  subject  an  H-beam  to  the  equivalent 
of  800  tons  —  or   20  loaded  freight  cars, 

Robert  L,  Janes,   assistant  manager  of  the  Foundation's  propulsion 
and  structural  research  department,   explained  the  program's  aim  is   to 
determine  the  suitability  of  the  piles  for  foundation  construction  in 
Chicago's  Loop  area, 

"In  most  cases,"  he  explained,   "a  skyscraper's  foundation  is 
prepared  by  pouring  concrete  into  holes  drilled  to  bed  rock.     Steel 
piles  would  be  less  expensive  than  these  concrete  caissons," 

Up  to  now,   he  went  on.  Armour  Research  Foundation  has    tested 
load-bearing  capacities  of  eight  other  test  piles. 

"This  will  be  the  deepest-driven  one,"  he  said,    "all  the  way 
to  bed  rock  at  10$  feet."

The  loads  are  applied  with  jacks  attached  to  anchor  piles,   he 
explained^     Each  jack  is  capable  of  applying  a  JOO-ton  load. 

The  tests  have  been  run  to  conform  with  Chicago  building  codes, 
which  specify  generally  that  if  a  building  foundation  is  to  support 
a  given  weight,   it  must  support  twice  that  weight  in  tests   for  certain 
amounts  of  time,   Janes  said» 

Engineers  will  know  the  beam  has  failed  when  it  (l)  starts  to 
penetrate  into  the  bedrock,  or   (2)  when  parts  of  the  beajtt  start  to 
buckle. 

About  200  architects,  engineers,  and  building  dfficials  are 
expected  to  witness  the  test.     The  K-bean  was  rolled  at  the  South 
Chicago  Works  of  United  States  Steel,   and  the  reaction  framework  was 
fabricated  by  United  States  Steel's  American  Bridge  Division  in 
Gary,   Ind. 
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Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology 
performed  more  than  $10,000,000  worth  of  research  for  industry  and 
government  during  1953 » 

The  record  volume  of  research--25  per  cent  over  the  1952 
figure— was  announced  today  in  the  annual  report  of  the  Foundation, 
The  68-page  illustrated  report  was  issued  by  Dr.  Haldon  A.  Leedy, 
vice  president  and  director  of  the  Chicago  research  organization. 

The  .^10,000,000  research  investment  enabled  the  Foundation 
to  develop  many  new  products  and  processes  for  industry  and  new 
weapons  and  materials  for  the  government. 

From  ARF  laboratories  in  1953  came  developments  ranging  from 
improved  automatic  rocket  launchers  to  an  effective  rodent  repellent 
for  baler  twine* 

Other  highlights  of  the  biggest  year  in  the  Foundation's 
17-year  history; 

—The  ARF  Computer  Center  was  greatly  expanded  and  now  ranks 
as  the  best-equipped  such  facility  in  the  Midwest.     The  "electronic 
brain"  center  solves  complex  problems  in  heat  transfer,   engine 
vibration,   statistical  analysis,  optics,   engine  valve  studies,   servo 
analysis,  aerodynamics,    and  numerous  other  areas. 
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—Through  its  international  department^   the  Foundation  extended 
its  research  and  development  services  to   sponsors  in  Mexico,   India, 
Pakistan,   Burma,  Austria,  Costa  Rica,   and  the  British  Wsst  Indies, 
In  Burma,  for  example,  a  three-year  program  was  undertaken  to  create 
a  state  industrial  research  institute* 

—Seven  new  firms  were  licensed  to  use  the  Foundation's  magnetic 
recording  patents,  bringing  the  total  number  of  licensees  to  60  by 
the  end  of  the  year.     Magnetic  recording,   an  industry  which  grossed 
$60,000,000  last  year,  was  made  commercially  practical  through  research 
conducted  by  the  Fotindation, 

-The  ARF  staff  reached  an  all-time  high  of  1,1^0  persons-two- 
thirds  of  them  professional  engineers  and  scientists, 

—Floor  space  utilized  by  the  Foundation  increased  to   260,000 
square  feet  located  in  15  different  buildings  on  the  Illinois  Tech 
campus o 

—A  total  of  i;67  different  research  projects— 70  more  than 
the  previous  year-were  conducted  for  industrial  firms,  irade  associations, 
government  agencies,   and  the  Foundation  itself » 

The  largest  industry-sponsors  project  undertaken  by  the 
Foundation  in  1953  was  a  etudy  of  how  to  minimize  the  occurrence  of 
railroad  freight  car  hot  boxes.     This  two»year  program  is  being  sponsored 
by  the  Association  of  American  Railroads^ 

Among  the  Foundation's  research  achievements  for  industrial 
sponsors  were  the  design  of  a  quieter  telephone  booth?   a  rapid  drying 
process  for  inks,   paints,   and  varnishes |  an  improved  automatic 
headlight  dimmerj   a  lightweight,  all-ceramic  building  block  with  many 
advantages  over  the  common  cement  blockj   a  new  low-cost  type  of  air 
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cleaner  filter  materialj  a  method  of  recovering  critically-needed 
manganese  from  open  hearth  slagj  and  a  tin  can  which  lasts  longer 
but  has  a  thinner  tin  coating. 

For  the  armed  forces  and  other  government  agencies,  ARF  scientists 
worked  on  the  development  of  titanium  alloys  for  jet  aircraft,   a  new 
guided  missile  warhead^   high  performance  machine  guns,   automatic 
rocket  launchers,  advanced  types  of  anti-aircraft  ordnance  systems, 
and  a  new  aerial  bombe 

Founded  in  1936  to  serve  the  research  needs  of  industry  and 
governsient,  the  Foundation  is  an  independent,  not-for-profit  organisation^ 
Any  excess  of  income  over  expenses  is  used  to  finance  fundamental 
research  in  the  public  interest  and  to  expand  the  Foundation's 
continuing  public  service  activitieso 
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The  movement  toward  a  new  approach  to  the  aged  and  aging  members 
of  society  is  being  furthered  by  a  unique  welfare  study  being  conducted 
by  a  Chicago  research  team  in  Vanderburgh  county,  Indiana. 

For  the  first  time  sociologists  and  physicians  are  combining 
their  talents  to  help  bring  about  an  understanding  of  the  social 
nature  of  aging  and  the  community's  stake  in  the  development  of 
chronic  illness « 

Working  as  a  research  team  are  Leonard  Z,  Breen,  assistant 
professor  of  sociology  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago, 
who  is  directing  the  study j  Dr.  Henrietta  Herbolsheimer,  assistant 
professor  in  the  University  of  Chicago  Medical  school,  and  Dr.  Ernest 
W,  Burgess,  professor  emeritus  of  sociology  at  the  University  of 
Chicago. 

The  Indiana  study,  sponsored  by  the  Board  of  Commissioners 
and  the  Welfare  council  of  Vanderburgh  county,  is  being  conducted  on 
a  contract  basis  with  Illinois  Tech's  social  studies  department. 

The  team  was  requested  to  carry  on  research  to  show  how  many 
people  can  be  expected  in  the  aged  and  chronically  ill  category  over 
the  next  20  years.  It  also  will  analyze  current  health  problems  of 
the  aged  in  Evansville  and  Vandarburgh  county, 
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The  County  Welfare  department,  the  Family  and  Children's 
Service  center,  and  the  County  Medical  association  are  cooperating 
with  the  sponsoring  groups  and  the  research  team. 

The  current  idea  of  retirement  at  65  is  based  primarily  on 
notions  of  chronological  age  only,  Breen  said.  People  seem  to  be 
unaware  that  aging  is  a  matter  of  physiology,  psychology,  and  social 
acceptance  as  well  as  chronology,  he  points  oute 

This  means,  according  to  Breen,  that  a  person  may  retire  at 
65,  although  the  community  will  suffer  a  loss  of  his  services— in 
the  workplace  as  well  as  the  home* 

The  Indiana  study  stems  from  the  need  for  improved  facilities 
for  the  aged  of  Vanderburgh  county.  The  study  will  tell  officials  of 
Evansville  and  the  county  what  they  can  expect  in  the  future  and  thus 
help  them  estimate  the  size  needed  in  a  new  home  along  with  other 
facilities o 

To  collect  data  for  the  study: 

—Social  workers  in  Evansville  are  conducting  an  analysis  of 
persons  in  the  county  home«  Data  is  being  collected  on  the  basis  of 
a  confidential  interview  of  the  aged  residents  of  the  home  designed 
by  Breen,  who  will  analyze  the  interviews « 

—Breen  will  analyse  the  l,LtOO  old-age  assistance  cases 
handled  during  1953  by  the  county  department  of  public  welfare, 

— Breen  and  Dre  Herbolsheimer  also  will  use  a  medical  survey 
of  persons  over  55  who  enter  hospitals  or  physicians'  offices  during 
February,  l9$ho     This  will  help  them  form  some  statements  about  the 
prevalence  of  chronic  illness  among  the  older  persons  in  the  community, 
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Breen  study—page  three 

The  survey  will  go  into  the  legal  structure  in  the  community 
and  state  and  consider  what  new  legislation  might  be  desirable  to  gain 
needed  resultso 

Current  patient  care  costs,  old-age  assistance,  and  patient 
population  in  county  hospitals  also  will  be  studied.     In  addition, 
the  team  will  consider  ways  other  communities  have  handled  their 
problems  and  conclude  with  recommendations*     The  research  team 
expects  to  finish  the  project  by  June,  195h«

Money  and  effort  expended  in  American  technical  assistance  to 
foreign  countries  is  producing  good  results  for  the  United  States  as 
well  as  those  nations,  Lr^   Haldon  Ac  Leedy,  director  of  Armour  Research 
Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago,  said  today 
(Feb,  23). 

Drc  Leedy  addressed  delegates  to  the  Chicago  World  Trade  Conference 
meeting  at  the  Hotel  Morrison  in  Chicago^ 

Although  the  immediate  objective  of  assistance  programs  is  to  raise 
living  standards  in  the  nations  concerned,  Dr,  Leedy  said,  they  also  have 
other  important  results c  Important  among  these  is  their  effect  in  creating 
new  overseas  markets  for  American  goods  and  services, 

"The  current  talk  of  a  recession  in  the  midst  of  our  high  level 
of  industrial  productivity  leads  me  to  reflect  on  how  small  a  difference 
in  industrial  activity  there  is  between  our  'normal'  and  our  'recession'  times, 
Dr,  Leedy  said»  "The  difference  is  so  small  that  we  simply  cannot  afford 
to  neglect  any  present  or  potential  market  for  our  goods  and  services, 

"A  very  important  market  exists  overseas,  but  the  people  there 

cannot  buy  our  things  unless  they  have  the  purchasing  power  to  do  so. 

Thus,  it  is  in  our  best  interests  to  see  that  other  countries  maintain 

a  rising  standard  of  living  that  will  create  a  demand  for  our  products, 

-more- 
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We  also  must  see  that  they  have  the  dollars  with  which  to  purchase  our 
output, " 

Technological  assistance  programs  offered  by  industries  and  other 
organizations  are  important  aids  in  this  program  of  raising  foreign  demand 
for  manufactured  products,  Dr,  Leedy  added.  He  described  the  work  of 
Armour  Research  Foundation  in  providing  this  type  of  assistance  both 
before  and  after  the  Point  IV  program  was  inaugurated. 

Equally  important,  he  declared,  is  the  necessity  for  a  United 
States  tariff  policy  that  will  make  it  possible  for  foreign  countries  to 
sell  their  products  to  us  and  thereby  accumulate  enough  dollars  to  buy 
from  us.  Present  policies  do  not  always  enable  them  to  do  so,  he  said. 
"For  instance,  "  he  ^plained,  "if  a  Uruguayan  wishes  to  buy  an 
American  car,  he  first  has  to  obtain  from  his  government  the  foreign 
exchange  necessary  to  do  so.  He  will  get  only  what  they  have  at  the 
moment-lira,  francs,  even  Japanese  yen.  He  then  has  to  buy  dollars 
with  that  on  the  free  market.  So  if  he  wants  to  buy  a  new  Ford,  before 
he  ia  through  he  has  to  lay  out  the  equivalent  of  07,000, 

"The  net  result  is  that  Uraguayans  buy  very  few  American  cars,  and 
the  few  they  do  buy  cannot  be  scrapped  in  10  or  15  years  as  ours  are."

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Through  American  scientific   ingenuity,   families  throughout  the 
United  States  soon  may  be  enjoying  Mexican  foods  just  as  they  have   come 
to  relish  Italian  and  Chinese  dishes. 

Scientists  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute 
of  Technology,  Chicago,  working  with  Mexican  scientists,   have  perfected 
a  dehydrated  tortilla  flour  which  promises  to  bring  this  about. 

The  new  flour,  similar  to  prepared  flour  mixes  available   in 
American  stores,  already  has  passed  the  sternest  test:   acceptance  by 
the  Mexican  oeople   themselves. 

Because  it  simplifies  and  improves  the  method  of  making  tortillas, 
tamales,  chili,  corn  chips,  enchiladas,  tostadas,  and  other  Mexican  foods, 
the  new  product  also  is  expected  to  become  popular  with  American  families. 

The  Quaker  Oats  comoany  is  licensed  by  the  Bank  of  Mexico  to 
manufacture  and  distribute  the  new  tortilla  mix  in  the  United  States. 
Under  the  brand  name   of  "Masa  Harina"   (Spanish  for  "flour  dough"),  the 
product  is  new  being  marketed  on  the  retail  level  in  the  Southtrest. 

Quaker  Oats  officials,  hwrever,  are  optimistic  that  tortillas 
made  from  the  dehydrated  mix  eventually  will  become  as  nationally 
popular  as  Italian  pizza  or  Chinese  chop  suey,

The   tortilla  is  a  baked  thin  cake  made   from  corn  flour  dough. 
It  is  to  the  J'lexican  what  bread  is  to  the  Airerican.     Until  the  joint 
Kexican-Armour  development  work,  the  art  of  tortilla -making  remained 
virtually  unclianged  for  more  than  UOO  years » 

The  centuries-old  process  was  primarily  a  hand  operation. 
It  consisted  of  steeping  dried  whole-kernel  corn  overnight  in  heated 
liinewater,  then  draining  the   swollen  kernels  and  grinding  them  to  the 
consistency  of  dough,   or  masa.     The  masa  was  then  kneaded,    rolled  or 
patted  into  thin  cakes,  and  baked  for  a  few  minutes   on  a  hot  grill. 

This  ancient  tortilla -making  process  had  serious   drawbacks: 
it  was  a  long,   laborious   process;    the  masa  was  susceptible  to  the 
grovrth  of  microorganisms  and  other  impurities;    aid  once   prepared, 
the  masa  would  keep  for  only  a  few  hours. 

Officials  of  the  Bank  of  Mexico  recognized  these   shortcomings 
and,   alert  to  help  improve  that  country's  health  and  economy,  asked 
Armour  Research  Foundation  to  help  them  viith  the  problem.     The 
result  was  the  new  dehydrated  tortilla  mix — a  purer  product,  a  sta- 
bilized product  that  meets  the  needs  of  modern  production  and  dis- 
tribution m.ethods,  and  a  product  of  greater  nutritional  value. 

To  achieve  the  new  tortilla  flour,  scientists  and  engineers 
designed  a  special  drier  capable  of  completely  dehydrating  the  masa 
with  no  adverse  effect  on  the  flour  or  on  the  final  tortilla,  either 
as  to  apioearance  or  taste.     The  tortilla  mix  will  keep  for  six  months 
or  more  and  requires  only  the  addition  of  -water  for  preparation,

department,  said  of  the  new  product:

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Touring  January  Chicagoans  endured  the  dirtiest  month  in  almost 
a  year,  it  was  reported  today  by  scientists  at  Armour  Research  Foundation 
of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 

The  city's  average  dustfall  for   the  month  of  January  was  68,65  tons 
per  square  mile— highest  figure  since  February,  1953j  according  to  ^/illiam 
Ac  Dupraw,  research  analytical  chemist  at  the  Foundation.     The  average 
dustfall  that  month  was  l^.hj  tons  per  square  mile. 

Although  the  January  dustfall  was  heavier  than  that  of  most 
months  of  1953 ^  the  figure  was  well  below  the  January  average,  Pupraw  said. 
Usually  about  79  tons  of  dirt  are  deposited  on  every  square  mile   of  the 
city  during  this  winter  month,  he  explained. 

Armour  Research  Foundation  has  m.easured  and  analyzed  Chicago's 
dustfall  each  month  since  19^6.     It  Derforms  this  public  service  activity 
for  the  city's  department  of  air  pollution  control,
